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DEDICATION  DAY,  K 

A  law  has  recently  been  enacted  by  Congress  which 
calls  upon  the  President  to  set  aside  by  proclamation 
November  19,  1946  as  Dedication  Day.  This  is  the  anni- 
versary day  of  Abraham  Lincoln's  famous  speech  de- 
livered at  the  consecration  of  the  soldier's  cemetery  at 
Gettysburg  where  one  of  the  great  battles  of  the  Civil 
War  was  fought.  As  far  as  we  can  learn  this  is  the  first 
time  any  country  has  set  apart  a  day  to  memorialize  an 
address. 

This  will  be  the  fourth  special  day  in  the  calendar 
more  or  less  associated  with  Abraham  Lincoln:  February 
12,  Lincoln's  Birthday;  May  30,  Memorial  Day;  Novem- 
ber 19,  Dedication  Day,  and  the  fourth  Thursday  (for- 
merly the  last  Thursday)  in  November,  Thanksgiving 
Day.  It  was  Abraham  Lincoln  who  issued  the  first  annual 
national  Thanksgiving  proclamation  in  1863  and  estab- 
lished the  annual  observance  as  a  precedent  by  again 
setting  the  day  apart  in  1864. 

The  joint  resolution  to  set  aside  Dedication  Day  was 
introduced  by  the  Honorable  Louis  Ludlow,  a  Democratic 
Congressman  from  Indiana  serving  in  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives. The  statement  setting  forth  the  purpose  of 
the  bill  follows : 

"Lincoln's  Gettysburg  Address,  dedicating  every  loyal 
American  to  the  service  of  our  country  for  all  time  to 
come,  is  recognized  by  world  authorities  as  one  of  the 
greatest  patriotic  documents  of  the  ages. 

"The  purpose  of  this  resolution  is  to  designate  the 
anniversary  of  the  Gettysburg  Address  as  Dedication 
Day.  The  President  is  requested  to  proclaim  November 
19,  1946,  as  Dedication  Day  and  to  suggest  that  the  ad- 
dress be  read  on  that  day  in  public  assemblages  through- 
out the  United  States  and  its  possessions,  on  our  ships  at 
sea,  and  wherever  the  American  flag  flies." 

The  bill  as  it  came  before  the  Senate  on  July  3,  1946 
after  having  been  twice  read  before  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee is  here  presented.

The  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  35  having  passed 
both  houses  was  approved  on  August  7,  1946  and  is  noted 
as  Public  Law  645-79th  Congress. 

Dedication  Day  should  encourage  a  new  approach  to- 
wards an  appreciation  of  the  Gettysburg  Address.  To 
merely  recite  it  as  a  declamation  or  to  read  it  as  a  liter- 
ary composition  will  not  fulfill  the  sentiment  behind  the 
Bill.  It  should  be  read  with  understanding  as  one  would 
interpret  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  Constitu- 
tion, or  the  Bill  of  Rights. 

The  Charles  E.  Merrill  Company  of  Columbus  has 
just  brought  from  the  press  a  thirty-two  page  booklet  by 
the  editor  of  Lincoln  Lore  entitled:  Abraham  Lincoln's 
Gettysburg  Address,  An  Evaluation  for  America's  New 
Dedication  Day.  This  publication  has  been  especially 
prepared  for  use  in  the  high  schools  of  America  and  it 
is  an  attempt  to  encourage  a  more  careful  study  of  the 
preparation  for  the  address  and  the  argument  which  Lin- 
coln developed. 

The  monograph  first  tries  to  make  way  for  an  in- 
telligent understanding  of  the  preparation  and  reception 
of  the  address  by  pointing  out  the  folk-lore  and  tradi- 
tion which  has  obscured  the  factual  evidence  relating  to 
its  composition  and  immediate  appraisal.  The  background 
for  the  address  presents  the  chief  contributions  to  Lin- 
coln's Literary  Style,  Oratorical  Powers  and  Patriotic 
Fervor.  Lincoln's  advancement  as  an  orator  is  traced 
until  one  would  anticipate  that  someday  he  might  speak 
as  eloquently  as  he  did  at  Gettysburg. 

The  evaluation  of  the  speech  itself  is  achieved  by  ap- 
proaching the  address  as  a  composite  whole  rather  than 
a  collection  of  epigrams.  The  discussion  attempts  to 
point  out  the  topic  which  Lincoln  chose  to  consider  by 
utilizing  Biblical  terms  relating  to  the  nativity  scene.  In 
developing  his  argument  Lincoln  stressed  the  origin  and 
perpetuity  of  the  nation. 

An  attempt  to  discover  where  Lincoln  placed  the 
emphasis  in  the  conclusion  of  the  address,  calls  for  the 
consideration  of  four  resolutions  which  Lincoln  presented, 
and  which  are  designated  as  the  Political  Emphasis,  The 
Global  Emphasis,  The  Casualty  Emphasis  and  the  Na- 
tivity Emphasis.  Considering  the  developing  of  the  thesis 
with  its  nativity  introduction  the  climax  would  seem 
to  be  reached  in  the  expression,  "this  nation,  under  God, 
shall  have  a  new  Birth  of  Freedom." 

With  a  "new  Birth  of  Freedom"  the  "dead  shall  not 
have  died  in  vain"  and  it  would  also  be  assured  "that 
government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  and  for  the 
people,  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth."

ANNIVERSARY  NOTES 

The  following  is  taken  from  The  Adams  Sentinel,  November  24,  1863 : 

"Toward  the  close  of  the  afternoon  (of  the  day  President  Lincoln 
dedicated  the  Gettysburg  National  Cemetery)  an  incident  occurred 
which  must  ever  be  inseparable  from  this  occasion,  and  which  de- 
serves a  place  in  the  story  of  the  war  as  a  noble  representative  fact. 
At  the  request  of  the  President,  a  committee  waited  upon  the  brave 
old  man,  John  Burns,  who  fought  in  three  of  our  wars,  it  is  said,  and 
who  at  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  dressed  himself  in  his  Sunday 
clothes  and  went  into  the  fight,  which  he  did  not  leave  till  he  had 
received  three  wounds.  It  need  hardly  be  told  how  that  patriot  of 
the  people,  the  honest  'pater  patriae,'  Father  Abraham,  received 
this  brave  and  venerable  man — the  'God  bless  you,  old  man,'  of  the 
nation  in  the  person  of  the  President. 

"Arm  in  arm  with  the  President  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  John 
Burns  went  to  church  in  the  evening.  Cheering  to  the  President,  in 
his  great  office,  must  be  this  simple  event — most  cheering  to  the  de- 
clining years  of  'brave  John  Burns.'  In  this  touching  incident,  per- 
haps, more  than  any  other,  Gettysburg  was  truly  dedicated." 

The  Service  at  the  Church 

"According  to  announcement,  at  5  o'clock  P.  M.  Col.  Anderson,  Lieut. 
Governor  elect  of  Ohio,  delivered  an  able  address  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  building  was  filled  to  repletion  by  an  intelligent  and 
highly  respectable  audience.  The  President  of  the  United  States  and 
suite,  with  several  Governors  of  the  States  (were  present).  The  orator 
was  introduced  by  ex  Governor  Dennison,  of  Ohio,  and  commenced 
his  oration  by  a  general  reference  to  the  occasion  which  had  called 
together  such  a  vast  assemblage.  The  address  was  a  bold  and  able 
exposition  of  the  causes  which  led  to  the  present  war,  the  issues  in- 
volved in  the  contest,  and  the  importance  of  its  determination.  It  was 
that  original  first  human  conflict  between  freedom  and  despotism 
which  was  to  end  in  the  triumph  of  one  or  the  other." 

The  Reverend  H.  G.  Finney  was  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  1863. 

Thirty-two  Years  Ago 

In  1914,  when  the  Reverend  F.  E.  Taylor  was  pastor  of  this  church, 
the  Session  met  and  favorably  accepted  the  generous  offer  of  Mr. 
John  White  Johnston,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  "a  great  admirer  of  Lincoln 
and  a  careful  student  of  John  Burns,  for  whom  he  cherishes  a  high 
regard  by  reason  of  Scotch  kinship,"  to  place  three  tablets  on  the 
Lincoln-Burns  pew. 

Elder  S.  Gray  Bigham  was  the  elder  in  charge  of  the  arrangements 
for  the  service  at  which  these  tablets  were  presented  and  dedicated. 
Mr.  John  White  Johnston  was  here  to  make  the  presentation. 

Today,  November  19,  1946 

On  this  83rd  Anniversary  of  this  Patriotic  Service  we  are  privileged 
to  have  with  us  the  donor  of  the  memorial  tablets,  Mr.  John  White 
Johnston,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  and  Elder  S.  Gray  Bigham,  the  only 
living  member  of  that  Session  in  1914  through  whom  the  arrange- 
ments of  this  thoughtful  and  generous  offer  were  made. 

Again  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Johnston,  the  Lincoln-Burns 
pew  and  the  sanctuary  are  decorated  for  this  historic  occasion  and 
the  Memorial  Wreath  is  placed  at  the  end  of  the  original  pew  where 
the  great  President  and  the  great  Patriot  sat  together.
